Stop Loss of Milk Bottles. —| 
William F. Focha, assistant super- 
intendent of the Western Pipe and 
Steel Works, is the inventor of a der; 
vice which will save millions of dol-' 
lars to the milk dealers all over the 
country. Associated with him is P | 
W. McDonough, layer-out at the stee} , 
works, and the two are likely to both | 
reap independent fortunes out of the, 
invention, which is something that! 
the milk dealers all over the country | 


j have been wanting for years. 


The device is simplicity itself, 
though it required some ingenuity 
to get it up. The invention is fully 
protected by patents, and already 


| several big firms are negotiating with 


the inventors. An offer of $100,000 
has been turned down. 

The device, which is about ten 
inches long and four wide, fastens 
in some convenient place, where the 
milkman can have access to it. On 
his first delivery he puts a bottle of! 
milk in it from underneath, a lock 
inside holding the bottle firmly by 
the neck. To get this bottle out an- 
other bottle must be put in the sec- 
ond compartment alongside. This 


empty or full, but, of course, the milk- 
man provides the customer with an 
empty bottle, which is the key to the 
situation. The customer puts in the 
empty bottle, and is thus enabled to, 
remove the full bottle. Having donej 
this, the empty bottle remains inj 
place, firmly locked. When the 
milkman delivers anoher full bottle 
the next day, the empty bottle is there 
for him. 

The device prevents theft of bot- 
tles, and it saves the dairyman the 
great loss due to negligence of house- 
wives. The average housewife for- 
gets to put the empty bottle outside 
for the milkman and in consequence 
there is in almost every household 
an accumulation of milk bottles, 
many of which become broken, 
thrown into the garbage can or lost 
The milk man has to suffer this loss 
and in one dairy alone*in the bay 
district it amounts to’$500 monthly 

Whether to build a factory or have 
it manufactured on a royalty has not 
as yet been decided upon.
